Claims 22, 33, 48 and 51 have been amended to correct an antecedent basis problem. 
Claim 22 has also been amended to clarify that the multivalent metal salt coating is along the 
surfaces of the pores of the membrane, rather than along the surfaces of the membrane per se. 

Claim 46 has been amended to include an upper limit to the pore size range and to 
specify the method by which the pore size is measured, thereby overcoming the rejection of 
claims 46 and 47 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph as set forth in Paper No. 37.
